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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed in the after-final 
amendment on 7/24/07, have been fully considered by not persuasive. The reasons are set forth below. 

Applicant argues the Crosby reference does not teach the added limitation "wherein the generated radio broadcast station identification 
and content identification information are different from the acquired information on a radio broadcast station and information on an audio 
quiz question." The examiner maintains the rejection. 

The Crosby reference alone is not relied upon to teach an audio quiz question. The combination of Crosby in view of Suzuki teaches the 
combination. 

The Crosby reference teaches an acquisition means in col. 6, lines 42-52 when it describes receiver units that receive broadcast 
information such as analog and digital radio signals that are encoded with information identifying specific program segments. Crosby 
teaches a generation means for generating station identification information (the signal carrier frequency, date, time of the broadcast and 
geographical location) and generating content identification information for identifying data on the basis of said information acquired by 
said acquisition means (date, time of the broadcast and geographical location). These are different because the acquired information is 
the specific program content segment while the station identification information is a carrier frequency and the content identification is the 
data and time it was received. In col. 7, the mobile unit has to access the NOC in order to determine the specific program segment based 
on the date and time (col, 7, lines 41-44). 
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
